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AMENDMENTS 

In the claims: 

Please amend claims 1-15, 18 and 21-28 as follows: 



1 . (Three Times Amended) A musical tone g/^neration apparatus incorporating a 
music synthesizer and an operator, comprising: 

a readout device for reading first function setting irlformation fi-om an extension board, 
wherein the extension board comprises a first storage device for storing pattem information 



representing a prescribed sound pattem, a second st^age device for storing the first function 
setting information, and a reproducing device for^panding performance information supplied 
thereto with respect to a prescribed music element based on the first function setting information 
and for reproducing musical tone signals of the prescribed sound pattem in accordance with the 
pattem information, and wherein the first ^nction setting information is for setting up 
reproduction of the musical tone signals /)f the prescribed tone generation pattem in the 
reproducing device; 

a setting device for initiating/the setup for the reproduction of the musical tone signals of 
the prescribed sound pattem in the reproducing device based on the first fiinction setting 
information in response to a niapual operation applied to the operator; and 

a sending device for sending second function setting information, which is provided fi*om 
the setting device initiatin^^e setup for the reproduction of the musical tone signals of the 
prescribed sound pattem in the reproducing device, to the extension board. 



2, (Three Times Amended) A musical tone generation apparatus according to 
claim 1, wherein the prescribed music element is a tone color. 

3. /Three Times Amended) A musical tone generation apparatus according to 
claim 1, whe/ein the prescribed sound pattem is an arpeggio pattem. 
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4. (Twice Amended) A musical tone generation apparatus according to claim 1 
further comprising an I/O interface for interconnection with the e>Gfension board, so that the 
readout device reads the first function setting information fromine extension board by way of 
the I/O interface, and the sending device sends the second function setting information to the 
extension board by way of the I/O interface. 

5. (Three Times Amended) A musical tone generation apparatus according to 
claim 1, wherein the operator is operated in a pr9cess for setting the prescribed music element 
being expanded. 



6. (Twice Amended) A musical tone generation apparatus according to claim 2 
wherein the extension board provid^^ plurality of expanded tone colors, each of which is 
selectively used for reproduction of musical tone signals of the prescribed sound pattern. 



7. (Twice Amended) A musical tone generation apparatus according to claim 3 
wherein the extension board provides a plurality of expanded tone colors, each of which is 
selectively used for reproduction of musical tone signals of the arpeggio pattern. 



8. (Twi6e Amended) A musical tone generation apparatus according to claim 1 
wherein the readcAit device automatically reads the first function setting information from the 
extension board in a power-on event. 
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9. (Three Times Amended) An /xtension board installed in a tone generator for 
generating musical tone signals in response to performance information, comprising: 

a storage device for storing pattern in^rmation representing a prescribed sound pattern; 

and 

a reproducing device for expanding performance information supplied from the tone 
generator with respect to a prescribed niusic element and for reproducing musical tone signals of 
the prescribed sound pattern in accordance with the pattem information. 



10. (Three Times Amerfded) An extension board according to claim 9, wherein 
the prescribed music element is / tone color, so that the reproducing device expands the 
performance information with/espect to the tone color in such a way that the musical tone 
signals are reproduced usin^ specific tone color, which differs from an original tone color pre- 
installed in the tone generajtor.

13. (Twice Amended) / An extension board according to claim 1 1 , wherein the 
reproducing device secures a plurality of expanded tone colors, each of which is selectively used 
for reproduction of musical tOM signals of the arpeggio pattem. 
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14. (Three Times Amended) An ex/ension board according to clairii 9, wherein 
the prescribed music element is an effect, so thatythe reproducing device sequentially reproduces 
musical tone signals having the expanded effect at timings being shifted from their original 
timings. / 



15. (Twice Amended) A musical tone generation system comprising: 
a musical tone generation device incorporating a first music synthesizer that synthesizes 
first musical tones with a prescribed tone col/r in response to key-operation information; and 
a tone color extension board installed in the musical tone generation device to provide 
expansion of the prescribed tone color, / 

wherein said tone color extens^n board comprises 

a sequencer for reproducingysound patterns in response to key-operation information that 
is supplied thereto from the musical tone generation device, and 

a second music synthesizer that synthesizes second musical tones with expanded tone 
colors in accordance with th^ound patterns respectively, so that the musical tone generation 
device produces mixture ogrhe first musical tones and the second musical tones . 
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1 8. (Twice Amended) A musical toWe generation system comprising: 

a musical tone generation device incorporating a first music synthesizer that synthesizes 
first musical tones with a prescribed tone.coLM- in response to key-operation information; and 

a tone color extension board instaU^d in the musical tone generation device to provide 
expansion of the prescribed tone colorY 

wherein said tone color extension board comprises 

a sequencer for reproducirig arpeggio pattems in response to key-operation information 
that is supplied thereto firom th/musical tone generation device, and 

a second music synthesizer for sequentially generating second musical tones with 
expanded tone colors in accordance with the arpeggio pattems respectively, so that the musical 
tone generation device ^oduce s mixture of the first jnusical tones and the se cond musical tones. 
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2 1 . (Three Times Amended) A musical ton^ generation method comprising the 
steps of: / 

reading first function setting information fron/an extension board, wherein the extension 
board comprises a first storage device for storing^ttem information representing a prescribed 
sound pattern, a second storage device for storing the first function setting information, and a 
reproducing device for expanding performance information suppHed thereto with respect to a 
prescribed music element based on the first function setting information and for reproducing 
musical tone signals of the prescribe^ sound pattern in accordance with the pattern information, 
and wherein the first function set^g information is for setting up reproduction of the musical 
tone signals of the prescribed tone generation pattern in the reproducing device; 



initiating the setup the reproduction of the musical tone signals of the prescribed 
sound pattern in the reproducing device based on the first function setting information in 
response to a manual operation applied to an operator; and 



sending second function setting information, which is provided fi'om the step of initiating 
the setup for the reproduction of the musical tone signals of the prescribed sound pattern in the 
reproducing de/ice, to the extension board. 
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22. (Three Times Amended) A function ^panding method comprising the steps 

of: 

storing pattern information representing a prescribed sound pattern in an extension board; 
supplying performance information for gene^ting musical tone signals from a tone 
generator to the extension board; 

expanding performance information supp}ied from the tone generator with respect to a 
prescribed music element; and 

reproducing musical tone signals of th^ prescribed sound pattern in accordance with the 
pattern information. 



23. (Twice Amended) A musical tone generation method applicable to a musical 
tone generation device installing a tone coIot extension board to provide expansion of a 
prescribed tone color, said musical tone generation method comprising the steps of: 

activating a first music synthesfeer of the musical tone generation device to synthesize 
first musical tones with the prescribed tone color in response to key-operation information; 

reproducing soimd patterns in response to key-operation information that is supplied 
thereto from the musical tone generation device; 

activating a second music synthesizer of the tone color extension board to synthesize 
second musical tones wit^ expanded tone colors in accordance with the sound pattems 
respectively; and 

mixing the fyrst musical tones together with the second musical tones to produce mixed 
musical tones. 
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24. (Twice Amended) A musical tome generation method applicable to a musical 
tone generation device installing a tone color extension board to provide expansion of a 
prescribed tone color, said musical tone generaffion method comprising the steps of: 

activating a first music synthesizer of the musical tone generation device to synthesize 
first musical tones with the prescribed tone color in response to key-operation information; 

reproducing arpeggio pattems irr response to key-operation information on the tone color 
extension board; / 

activating a second music S)aithesizer of the tone color extension board to sequentially 
generate second musical tones wmi expanded tone colors in accordance with the arpeggio 
pattems respectively; and / 

mixing the first musical tones together with the second musical tones to produce mixed 
musical tones. / 
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25. (Three Times Amended) A machine-readarole media storing programs and 
data that cause a musical tone generation device installing an extension board to perform a 
musical tone generation method comprising the steps ofy 

reading first function setting information from/lhe extension board, wherein the extension 
board comprises a first storage device for storing pattem information representing a prescribed 
sound pattem, a second storage device for storing the first fimction setting information, and a 
reproducing device for expanding performarice information supplied thereto with respect to a 
prescribed music element based on the firet fimction setting information and for reproducing 
musical tone signals of the prescribed/sound pattem in accordance with the pattem information, 
and wherein the first fimction set^ng information is for setting up reproduction of the musical 
tone signals of the prescribedtpne generation pattem in the reproducing device; 

initiating the setupjor the reproduction of the musical tone signals of the prescribed 
sound pattem in the reproducing device based on the first fimction setting information in 
response to a manual ©Operation applied to an operator; and 

sending secpnd fimction setting information, which is provided from the step of initiating 
the setup for thereproduction of the musical tone signals of the prescribed sound pattem in the 
reproducing device, to the extension board. 
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26. (Three Times Amended) A macmne-readable media storing programs and 
data that cause an extension board installed in a iorp generator to perform a function expanding 
method comprising the steps of: 

storing pattern information representin^a prescribed sound pattern in the extension 

board; 

supplying performance information for generating musical tone signals from the tone 
generator to the extension board; 

expanding performance informat^n supplied from the tone generator with respect to a 
prescribed music element; and 

reproducing musical tone sign/ls of the prescribed sound pattern in accordance with the 
pattem information. 



27. (Twice Amended) A maftiine-readable media storing programs and data that 
cause a musical tone generation device installing a tone color extension board to perform a 
musical tone generation method con^rising the steps of: 

activating a first music sy^esizer of the musical tone generation device to synthesize 
first musical tones with a presented tone color in response to key-operation information; 

reproducing sound patterns in response to key-operation information that is supplied 
thereto from the musical t^e generation device; 

activating a second music synthesizer of the tone color extension board to synthesize 
second musical tones yith expanded tone colors in accordance with the sound pattem 
respectively; and 

mixing the/irst musical tones together with the second musical tones to produce mixed 
musical tones. 
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28. (Twice Amended) A machine-readable ipdia storing programs and data that 
cause a musical tone generation device installing a tone^lor extension board to perform a 
musical tone generation method comprising the steo^ ^f: 

activating a first music synthesizer of the/musical tone generation device to synthesize 
first musical tones with a prescribed tone color in response to key-operation information; 

reproducing arpeggio pattems in re^onse to key-operation information on the tone color 
extension board; / 

activating a second music synthesizer of the tone color extension board to sequentially 
generate second musical tones ^h expanded tone colors in accordance with the arpeggio 
pattems respectively; and / 

mixing the first musical tones together with the second musical tones to produce mixed 
musical tones. , ^ . 
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
